Blasts  Demo  Spending  Policy

sues;  before  voting,  but  said, 
“You  can  be  proud  of  what  the 
Republicans  from  Utah  have 
been  doing  in  Washington.  . .The 
rest  of  the  country  is  proud  of 
them.” 

Secretary  Seaton  talked  to  stu- 
dents about  what  he  thinks  are 
the  most  important  issues  in 
United  States:  America’s  position 
in  the  conquest  of  outer  space, 
America’s  place  in  world  peace 
and  the  recent  economic  reces- 
sion. 

United  States  is  ahead  of  Rus- 
sia in  the  race  of  missiles  and 
rockets  since  the  Pioneer  Rocket 
and  X-15  have  been  successful, 
he  said. 

Of  the  last  eight  presidents 
of  the  United  States  five  have 
been  Republican  and  three  Dem- 
ocrats. Three  wars  have  started 
while  Democrats  were  in  office 
and  none  have  started  while  Re- 
publicans were  in  office  during 
this  time,”  the  Secretary  pointed 
out. 

In  backing  up  statements  the 
interior  head  said,  “Records 
show  that  in  the  last  five  years 
the  Democrats  were  controlling 
the  White  House,  for  every  three 
cents  spent  on  rockets,  97  cents 
was  for  support  of  peanuts. 

“Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  all 
United  States  money  invested  in 
guided  missiles,  has  been  spent 
since  January  of  1953  when  a 
Republican  president  moved  into 
the  White  House.”
